Why the DBavk Joevitt stage? 


This year the main stage at the Bar Hill Féte & Festival will be named ‘The Mark Levitt 
Stage’. Why is this you may ask??? 

Mark moved to the village in 1971 as a young boy with his family. Growing up he went to 
the local schools where he started his musical journey. Mark learnt to play the piano when 
he was young but when he and his friends got a band together called ‘Sabre’ at Swavesey 
Village College they needed a bass player so Mark being Mark took up the challenge. He 
became the bass player with Kevin Levitt, Bob Blackwell and Phil Wiskin. From that time 
on he didn’t stop playing in bands, even going on to tour a couple of times. 


Mark continued to live on the village with his wife Jen and their 2 children, Tom and 
Abbie. He was involved with local football playing for Bar Hill for many years (and 
anyone else that would take him). 


He played the bass in bands for 34 years, the last 20 of which were playing with Stingray. 
They played many charity events, gigs and weddings throughout the local area becoming a 
well-known great sounding band. 


Having played at the Over carnival one year with 
Stingray, Mark suggested that they do something 
similar in Bar Hill and from that point on he was the 
driving force behind having music at the Bar Hill 
village féte. He would source stages, bands and be at 
the féte from morning to night ensuring that 
everything ran smoothly behind the scenes. He took 
immense pleasure in seeing people having a great 
time enjoying the music. 

In 2004, shortly after the death of his mum Terrtu and 
dad Eric, Mark was diagnosed with Sarcoma, a rare 
type of cancer. Over the years he spent much time in 
hospital but he never allowed the cancer to define 
him even continuing to do the Bar Hill Féte whilst 
having chemo and on another occasion just having 
had a spine operation to remove some of the cancer. 
Mark sadly passed away last year but in naming the 
stage after him, from now on, he will continue to be part of the event that he so enjoyed.
